AMENDMENT  NO.  1 TO  REGULATIONS  PURSUANT  TO  JOINT  RESO- 
LUTION OF  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES  AND  SENATE  EN- 
TITLED “FOR  THE  RELIEF  OF  STATES  IN  THE  COTTON  BELT 
THAT  HAVE  GIVEN  AID  TO  COTTON  FARMERS/’  APPROVED 

AUGUST  9,  1921. 

( Effective  on  and  after  December  28,  1923.) 


Under  authority  conferred  by  the  joint  resolution  of  House  of 
Representatives  and  Senate  entitled  “ For  the  relief  of  States  in  the 
Cotton  Belt  that  have  given  aid  to  cotton  farmers,’5  approved 
August  9,  1921,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  Regulation  1 of  the  regula- 
tions issued  thereunder,  promulgated  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture on  March  22,  1922,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

Regulation  1. 

Only  such  applications  by  any  State  for  reimbursement  will 
be  considered  as  involve  losses  of  farmers  which  have  been  or  may 
be  occasioned  by  enforced  nonproduction  of  cotton  for  which  com- 
pensation has  been  made  by  the  State. 


This  amendment  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  December  28,  1923.
